The application has been amended as follows: 

a. Cancel claims 18-20. 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The changes made to claims 3 and 6 have overcome the rejection made 
under 35 USC § 1 12. The examiner also hereby withdraws the objection to the 
title and to claim 16 in light of the changes made by the applicant. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
examiner is unaware of any prior art which suggests the formation of a common 
source line in a non-volatile semiconductor memory device by planarizing down 
to the same level as the polishing stop layer on the control gate/floating gate 
stack, 

5. Endoh et al. (USPN 5,355,332) discloses a non-volatile semiconductor 
memory device which can be structured in a NAND configuration. However 
Endoh does not disclose planarizing the common source line and the gate stack 
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and then forming a silicide on both structures. Thus Endoh does not disclose the 
applicant's device.
